Article  2  To  act  upon  all  of  the  following  articles  contained  in  the  warrant. 

Article  3  To  vote  by  ballot  on  the  following  questions: 

Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:28,  V  and  VI  for  an  optional  vetereins' 
tax  credit  and  an  expanded  qualifying  war  service  for  vetercins  seeking  the  credit? 
The  optional  veterans'  credit  is  $100,  rather  than  $50.

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  Town  of  Colebrook    Floodplain 
Development  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board?

Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  following  amendment  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board? 

In  any  subdivision,  within  the  precinct  or  in  any  other  location  where  the  town 
normally  furnishes  either  water  and/or  sewer  services,  the  developer  will  be 
required  to  have  these  services  available  at  each  lot.  The  main  for  each  service 
will  be  of  adequate  size  to  accommodate  the  requirements  of  the  combined  usage 
for  the  type  and  purpose  of  all  lots. 

This  shall  include  adequate  provision  for  fire  protection  and  furnishing  and 
installing  fire  hydrants. 

The  size  requirements  will  be  determined  by  the  Town  of  Colebrook  through  its 
designated  agent  or  agents  having  the  expertise  and/or  technical  advise  to  set 
these  standards.

Article  7         Motion  made  by  George  Gould  and  seconded  by  Fred  King  to  raise  and 

appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  existing  Equipment 
Purchasing  Capital  Reserve  Fund  passed  with  a  voice  vote.

Article  10        Motion  made  by  George  Gould  and  seconded  by  Fred  King  to  raise  and 

appropriate  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  ($4,600)  for  Welfare  for  the  ensuing 
year  passed  with  a  voice  vote. 

Article  11        A  motion  made  by  Jules  Kennett  and  seconded  by  Fred  King  to  raise  and 

appropriate  the  sum  of  $51,900.00  for  the  maintenance  and  expenses  of  the 
Transfer  Station  for  the  ensuing  year  passed  with  a  voice  vote. 

Article  12        A  motion  made  by  Fred  King  and  seconded  by  George  Gould  to  raise  and 

appropriate  the  sum  of  $12,742.00  for  the  operating  cost  of  the  Recycling 
Program  passed  with  a  voice  vote. 


Article  13        Motion  made  by  George  Gould  and  seconded  by  Fred  King  to  raise  and 

appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,230.00  for  the  maintenances  and  expenses  of  the 
Sanitary  Landfill  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  this  amount  from 
the  Sanitary  Landfill  Closure  Capital  Reserve  Fund  passed  with  a  voice  vote. 

Article  14        Motion  made  by  Jules  Kermett  and  seconded  by  Fred  King  to  raise  and 

appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  Parks,  Recreation,  and  Patriotic  Purposes 
passed  with  a  voice  vote.

Control  ($700)  passed  with  a  voice  vote. 

Article  18        A  motion  was  made  by  Fred  King  and  seconded  by  Jules  Kermett  to  see  if  the 

Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  negotiate  and  grant  an 
interest  in  the  town  owned  land  to  Portland  Natural  Gas  Transmission  System 
("PNGTS")  or  its  assigns,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  owning  and  operating  a 
natural  gas  transmission  pipeline  pursuant  to  a  Certificate  of  Public  Convenience 
and  Necessity  to  be  to  be  issued  by  the  Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Commission 
("FERC").  The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  to  grant  an  interest  for  its  fair 
value.  The  Town  land  in  question  is  Tax  Map  U-8-93.  If  the  route  of  the  pipeline 
changes,  and  other  Town  lands  are  affected,  the  selectmen  shall  be  authorized  to 
grant  an  interest  in  such  other  Town  land  for  fair  value.  The  motion  passed  with  a 
voice  vote. 


Article  19        A  motion  was  made  by  Fred  King  and  seconded  by  George  Gould  to  see  if  the 
town  would  accept  the  following  petition  article: 

I  Roger  C.  Lepine  of  RR  1  Box  142  Munn  Road,  Colebrook,  New  Hampshire 
03576-9713,  hereby  PETITION  the  town  of  Colebrook,  New  Hampshire  to 
maintain  and  plow  said  road,  Munn  Road,  in  which  the  town  stop  300  feet  short 
of  my  property.  It  was  explained  that  the  town  is  actually  plowing  to  Mr. 
Lepine's  land  presently;  however,  Mr.  Lepine  exercised  his  option  to  petition  the 
town.  The  motion  passed  with  a  voice  vote. 

Article  20  A  motion  was  made  by  Fred  King  and  seconded  by  Jules  Kennett  to  accept,  ratify 
and  confirm  the  reports  of  Agents,  Selectmen,  Auditors  and  all  other  Town 
Officers,  as  contained  in  the  Annual  Report  of  said  Town  of  Colebrook  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1996. 

Article  21        To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting: 

Pam  Bunnell  asked  for  clarification  on  the  status  of  the  town's  tax  collector  being 
a  resident  of  the  town  and  state.   Fred  King  stated  that  the  matter  is  being  taken 
care  of  John  Fothergill  gave  a  summary  of  the  21st  Century  Committee's  results, 
relating  briefly  the  Committee's  goals  and  visions  for  the  future  for  the  Town  of 
Colebrook. 

Robert  Gooch  was  recognized  with  a  standing  ovation  for  his  22  years  of  service 
as  Assistant  Moderator.  Fred  King  was  also  recognized  for  his  service  as  a 
Selectman. 

After  a  brief  wait  for  the  election  results,  the  Moderator  declared  the  meeting 
adjourned  at  8:15  p.m.

Let  me  take  this  opportunity  to  introduce  myself  to  everyone  in  the  community,  my  name 
is  John  Groulx.  I  am  the  new  town  manager.  Since  I  have  been  here  only  a  short  time  1 
have  asked  Donna  Caron,  who  for  many  months  acted  as  your  interim  town  manager  to 
take  part  in  this  year's  Town  Manager's  Report  to  the  town.  But  first,  I  would  like  to 
thank  the  individuals  I  have  already  met  for  their  warm  welcome  and  kind  hospitality.  I 
look  forward  to  working  towards  our  collective  goal  of  helping  Colebrook  be  the  best  it 
can  be. 

With  the  departure  of  town  manager  Russell  McAllister  in  September,  Donna  took  on 
added  responsibilities  to  keep  the  town  running  as  smoothly  as  possible  until  the 
Selectman  searched  for  and  found  a  new  town  manager.  She  extends  her  thanks  to 
everyone  for  their  patience  during  the  hectic  days  that  followed  Mr.  McAllister's 
departure.  But  through  the  hard  work  and  perseverance  of  Donna  and  everyone  in  town 
government  we  maintained  our  course  and  are  poised  for  a  successfiil  1998.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Colebrook  Police  Department  is  made  up  of  four  (4)  full  time  Officers,  being 
supplemented  by  four  (4)  part  time  officers.  The  Officers  of  the  Police  Department  are 
responsible  for  patrolling  sixty-seven  (67)  square  miles.  Colebrook  population  is 
approximately  2,600  citizens.  Colebrook  has  three  (3)  major  US  highways,  all  of  which 
converge,  in  the  downtown  area.  The  latest  traffic  estimates  indicate  roughly  (3)  million 
cars  travel  through  Colebrook  each  year.  Our  general  duties  included  the  following 
accident  investigation,  criminal  investigation,  motor  vehicle  complaints,  traffic  control, 
animal  control,  domestic  violence.  Juvenile  crimes  and  investigation  and  creating  new 
programs  for  both  adult  and  juveniles  such  as  the  Colebrook  Police  Athletic  League.  We 
also  are  responsible  for  conducting  criminal  investigation  for  all  Felony  Criminal  matters 
for  the  County  Attorney  to  present  to  Superior  Court. 

This  year  was  a  very  trying  year  for  the  Colebrook  Police  Department  with  the  tragic  loss 
of  our  friends  Scott  Phillips,  Leslie  Lord,  Vickie  Burmell  and  Dennis  Joos.  These  losses 
not  only  affected  all  of  us  on  a  professional  level  but  on  a  personal  level  also.  We  will 
never  forget  them  or  their  families.  We  at  this  time  would  like  to  extend  our  appreciation 
and  thanks  to  the  people  of  Colebrook,  You  not  only  opened  your  hearts  for  our  lost 
friend's  you  also  opened  up  your  home's  to  Law  Enforcement  Officers  from  all  over  who 
came  to  pay  their  respect.  This  display  of  affection  will  always  be  remembered. 

This  year  we  also  continued  on  our  journey  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  our  area 
youth.  We  extended  to  Colebrook  Police  Athletic  League  to  a  year  round  with  the 
addition  of  a  girl's  Softball  team  and  a  boy's  baseball  team.  We  also  added  to  our  hockey 
program  by  starting  another  team  for  age  (7)  seven  to  (14)  fourteen.  We  have  also 
returned  the  D.A.R.E.  program  to  the  school  with  Officer  Jimmy  Crossley  teaching  to 
both  the  (5)  fifth  and  (6)  sixth  grades. 

We  continued  our  search  for  grants  from  state  and  federal  agencies.  This  year  we  took 
part  in  securing  approximately  $1 19,000  dollars  to  support  current  programs  and  to  start 
new  ones. 

We  also  continue  to  be  very  active  in  the  community.  We  are  currently  involved  in 
several  groups  and  programs  that  will  help  improve  the  quality  of  life  in  Colebrook,  New 
Hampshire.  It  would  take  almost  a  whole  page  to  list  these  groups  and  programs  so  I  will 
not  do  so. 

This  year  we  saw  another  increase  in  adult  misdemeanor  crimes  with  315  cases,  42 
driving  while  intoxicated  arrest,  377  motor  vehicle  stops,  68  accidents,  87  animal 
complaints,  31  domestic  complaints  and  24  juvenile  cases.  This  year  because  of  the 
increase  in  court  case  not  only  in  Colebrook  the  District  court  has  been  given  (8)  eight 
additional  days  this  year. 
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This  year  as  in  years  past  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  Law  Enforcement  agencies  that 
help  and  support  the  Colebrook  Police  Department.  1  would  also  like  to  thank  the  men  of 
the  Colebrook  Police  Department.  I  know  this  has  been  an  extremely  tough  year  for  all  of 
you  professionally,  personally  and  politically. 

My  last  paragraph  this  year  I  dedicate  to  the  families  of  the  colebrook  Police  department. 
With  the  loss  of  our  friends  this  year  we  were  not  always  easy  to  live  with.  The  quiet 
times  we  spent  alone  hurt  not  only  us,  but  all  of  you  as  well.  For  this  I  apologize.  Please 
remember  that  you  are  always  in  our  thoughts  and  in  our  hearts.

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PUBLIC  WORKS  DIRECTOR'S 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1998 

We  had  an  extremely  muddy  spring  this  year.  The  crew  hauled  approximately  500  tons 
of  rock  to  dump  into  mud  holes  to  make  the  roads  somewhat  passable.  The  trouble  spot 
on  Piper  Hill  Road  has  been  fixed  using  a  fabric  covered  with  gravel.  The  intersection  of 
Reed  and  Fish  Hatchery  Roads  west  for  700  feet  was  repaired  utilizing  the  same  method. 
We  also  were  able  to  do  the  beginning  of  Lyons  Road. 

The  Roaring  Brook  Road  project  was  also  completed.  New  culverts  were  installed  and 
geo-textile  fabric  was  laid  down.  Gravelling  was  done  to  finish. 

In  April  I  was  nominated  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  New  Hampshire  Road  Agents 
Association.  The  Association  organizes  a  "Mountain  of  Demonstrations"  each  year 
where  people  can  meet  with  vendors  and  see  live  demonstrations  of  road  related  work. 

We  also  graded  86  miles  of  mud  in  April.  Through  the  summer  another  90  miles  of 
grading  was  done.  The  crew  also  cleaned  1 1  miles  of  ditches  this  past  year.  This  will  be 
an  ongoing  project  to  get  better  drainage  for  all  of  our  roads. 

The  north  lagoon  was  cleaned  out  this  fall.  The  sludge  was  land  applied  on  surrounding 
fields. 

The  Town  also  applied  for  and  received  a  $2500.00  grant  through  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Services  for  an  oil  filter  crusher.  The  crusher  was  purchased  in 
November. 

I  wish  to  commend  my  crew  for  a  job  well  done.  They  have  done  an  enormous  amount 
of  work  for  a  small  crew.

I  would  sincerely  like  to  thank  the  Division  of  Ethan  Allen  for  their  generous 
donation  of  three  new  office  chairs. 

During  the  year  ending  1997,  I  have  recorded  in  this  office  47  deaths,  57  births, 
and  26  marriages. 

I  have  issued  3,098  motor  vehicle  registrations,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
$278,927.00. 

Thesumof  $2,711.00  was  paid  to  me  for  411  dog  licenses.  Out  of  this,  $914.50 
was  turned  over  to  the  state.  Dog  fines  in  the  amount  of  $350  were  collected.  I 
received  $15.00  in  filing  fees,  $200.00  in  bad  check  collection  fees,  $21.00  for 
bicycle  licenses  and  $25.00  for  copies  of  the  voter  checklist. 

A  total  of  $2,449.00  was  received  for  marriage  licenses  and  vital  statistics 
abstracts.  This  amount  was  turned  over  to  the  state. 

A  total  of  $284,698.00  was  deposited  by  me  with  the  Town  Treasurer.  Please 
note  that  this  will  differ  from  the  Treasurer's  report  by  the  amount  of  $24.00  due 
to  an  insufficient  fund  check.

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Tax  Collector's  Report 

This  years  tax  collector's  report  is  in  a  different  format  than  previous  years.  I  was 
appointed  tax  collector  on  September  V  and  interim  town  manager  on  September  18'\ 
1997.  Due  to  the  responsibilities  of  both  positions  it  has  been  extremely  difficult  to  do 
justice  to  both  of  them. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Town  of  Colebrook  employees,  tax 
payers  and  selectmen  for  their  patience  with  me  during  this  period.  A  special  thank  you 
goes  to  Sally  Wentzell  who  came  to  my  rescue  and  volunteered  her  time  to  assist  in  the 
office. 

Your  new  town  manager  is  John  Groulx,  you  will  find  he  is  approachable  and  available 
to  the  public,  I  think  you  are  going  to  be  very  happy  with  him. 

The  town  warrant  contains  an  article  to  prepay  taxes  this  year,  if  passed  this  will 
benefit  both  the  taxpayer  and  the  town.  Several  taxpayers  have  shown  an  interest  in 
paying  all  their  taxes  in  June  and  other  taxpayers  have  problems  that  arise  during  the 
year  making  it  convenient  for  them  to  prepay  taxes. 

Once  a  tax  bill  is  issued  the  Tovra  of  Colebrook  is  very  happy  to  take  partial  payments, 
however  small  or  large,  regular  payments  cut  down  the  amount  of  interest  paid.  Please 
feel  free  to  contact  the  office  for  more  details. 

The  town  is  currently  working  with  a  few  taxpayers,  allowing  them  to  pay  their  back 
taxes  rather  than  making  them  move  out  of  their  homes.  Occasionally  taking  a  tax 
deed  is  detrimental  to  a  town  and  The  Town  of  Colebrook  is  trying  very  hard  not  to  take 
these  kinds  of  properties.

For  the  coming  year,  the  Planning  Board  would  like  to  work  closely  with  the  Board  of 
Selectman,  Town  Manager  and  local  citizens  to  further  refine  Colebrook's  Master  Plan 
and  do  what  it  can  to  help  plan  and  further  the  Town's  objectives. 

Colebrook  has  many  assets,  including  friendly,  hard  working  people  and  beautiful  North 
Country  scenery.  However,  just  as  dairy  farming  declined  as  a  local  industry  25  years 
ago,  so  now  is  logging  as  resources  become  more  scarce.  Competition  for  outside 
industry  and  tourism  is  becoming  more  intense  and  this  is  a  competition  the  town  must 
win. 

The  Planning  Board  believes  that  it  can  help  both  in  coordinating  the  laudable  efforts  of 
local  groups,  including  service  clubs,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  boards,  churches,  the 
action  committees  resulting  from  the  UCVH  community  conference  last  fall,  town 
government  and  concerned  citizens,  as  well  as  providing  several  public  forums  for 
discussion.  Together  we  can  keep  our  local  economy  healthy  and  all  of  us  happy  and 
productive.

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COLEBROOK  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  library  continues  to  grow.  The  children  and  adult  section  are  being  weeded  (500 
books)  in  order  to  make  room  for  the  616  books  that  we  purchased  plus  the  299  books 
that  were  donated.  Many  libraries  offer  sets  of  books  free  to  smaller  libraries;  we  were 
able  to  acquire  sets  of  "The  Dictionary  of  American  Biography,  Contemporary  Authors, 
and  The  Cambridge  Medieval  History.  Both  our  video  (over  296)  and  audiobook  (over 
224)  selections  have  grown,  with  a  variety  of  self-help  and  family  viewing  available.  One 
generous  patron  gave  a  set  of  World  War  II  videos. 

Circulation  was  up  with  the  help  of  over  15,000  visiting  patrons  and  registered  borrowers 
of 2 170. 

Former  librarian,  Frances  Haynes  gave  a  program  on  drying  apples  and  their  uses  in 
decoration  and  also  a  program  on  memory  albums  for  interested  adults. 

The  Children's  Library  was  the  place  to  be  this  past  year.  Story  hours  were  held  in  the 
spring  and  fall  with  15  children  attending  weekly.  Judy  Pancoast  entertained  during 
"Colebrook  Days"  and  later  wrote  a  song  based  on  Mrs.  Hebert's  project  "Why  my 
library  books  are  late".  The  summer  reading  program  entitled  "Take  Me  to  Your  Reader" 
started  off  with  Rocket  Launches  by  Alan  Famsworth;  Warren  Rasmussen  helped  the 
children  do  a  skit  and  make  their  own  alien  costumes;  Firefighters,  Dave  Colby,  read  a 
story  and  Bobby  Lawton  along  with  policeman,  Jimmy  Crossley,  who  also  read,  showed 
off  their  equipment  and  vehicles:  Kathy  Drexel,  a  science  fiction  aficionado,  spoke  on 
the  development  of  the  genre.  NASA  loaned  the  library  videos.  A  perennial  favorite  "The 
Little  Red  Wagon'  made  it's  visit  in  July  with  a  huge  crowd  as  usual.  The  program  has 
run  into  internal  problems  and  the  Wagon  as  we  know  it  may  face  some  unfortunate 
changes.  In  the  fall,  Mrs.  Hebert  also  invited  grade  kindergarten  through  sixth  to  visit  the 
library  monthly.  A  total  of  over  2100  children  enjoyed  the  programs. 

The  library  would  like  to  thank  all  that  donated  money  and  books  in  memory  of  those 
lost  in  the  August  tragedy.  A  special  thanks  to  everyone  who  donates  over  the  year. 
Books  are  most  welcome  and  many  find  a  home  on  our  shelves.  Thank-you  to  everyone, 
who  makes  our  book  sale  a  huge  success,  either  by  working,  cooking  or  showing  support. 
To  the  volunteers,  the  books  wouldn't  make  it  to  the  shelves  without  you  and  we 
appreciate  your  time.

In  Planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  fmancial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Colebrook,  New 
Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1996,  we  considered  the  Town's  internal  control  structure  to 
determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  fmancial  statements  and 
not  to  provide  assurance  of  the  internal  control  structure. 

However,  during  our  audit  we  became  aware  of  the  following  conditions  that  should  be  corrected  in 
order  to  strengthen  internal  controls  and  operating  efficiency.  This  letter  does  not  affect  our  report  dated  June 
19,  1997,  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Colebrook,  New  Hampshire. 

Our  following  remarks  are  being  made  in  the  hope  that  they  will  improve  existing  procedures  and  are 
in  no  way  a  criticism  of  Town  personnel. 

Inadequate  Controls  Over  Athletic  Funds 

All  bookkeeping,  bank  reconciliation's,  approval  of  expenditures  for  the  Police  Athletic  Fund  are 
currently  being  performed  by  one  individual  (the  Chief  of  Police). 
Recommendation 

To  enhance  controls  the  approval  process  should  be  left  with  the  Chief  but  all  bookkeeping  functions 
should  be  returned  to  the  Town's  accounting  staff. 

Federal  Grant  Revenues 

Funds  available  under  the  Federal  Cops  Grant  were  delayed  due  to  the  filing  of  incorrect 
reimbursement  forms. 
Recommendation 

A  system  should  be  established  whereby  funds  requested  can  be  tracked  to  ensure  their  timely 
receipt. 

Incorrect  SiclJVacation  Accruals 

The  computerized  payroll  system  appears  to  be  accruing  sick  &  vacation  time  for  some  individuals  at 
a  rate  in  excess  of  that  allowed  by  the  personnel  policy. 
Recommendation 

The  software  company  should  be  consulted  to  correct  the  error  or  a  manual  system  should  be 
established  to  ensure  accurate  accruals. 
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Computerized  General  Ledger  System 

Significant  audit  time  was  spent  correcting  erroneous  entries  to  various  fund  balances  and 
other  general  ledger  accounts. 
Recommendation 

The  only  entries  that  should  be  made  to  any  fund  balance  is  to  correct  the  beginning  balance  to 
agree  with  the  audited  figures.  All  other  adjusting  entries  should  be  done  only  when  it  is  clear 
where  the  error  was  made  and  should  be  carefully  documented.  Also,  all  cash  accounts  should  be 
reconciled  with  the  Treasurer  monthly  and  all  interfund  payables/receivables  should  be  tied  out  on 
a  regular  basis. 

Tax  Deeded  Property 

In  1996,  to  avoid  tax  deeding  numerous  properties,  the  Town  entered  into  agreements  with  two 
taxpayers.  These  agreements  allowed  for  payment  against  back  taxes  over  an  extended  period  of 
time  beyond  the  period  in  which  the  Town  was  required  to  execute  a  tax  deed. 
Recommendation 

Because  the  Town  adopted  RSA  80:80,  the  Selectmen   can   dispose  of  tax  deeded  property  in  some 
manner  other  than  by  public  auction  or  advertised  sealed  bids  "as  justice  may  require".  However,  the 
Town  should  complete  the  tax  deeding  process  first  and  it  is  recommended  by  the  State  that  all 
agreements  with  taxpayers  be  registered  with  the  County. 

Cemetery  Account 

The  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds  inadvertently  paid  for  certain  cemetery  operating  and  maintenance 
expenses  in  the  amount  of  $825.00  out  of  the  principal  of  a  non-expendable  general  cemetery 
account. 
Recommendation 

The  Trustee  should  transfer  the  $825.00  back  to  the  non-expendable  trust  fund  principal  as  soon  as 
possible  to  restore  that  fund  to  its  proper  balance. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  employees  of  the  Town  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  our 
audit.

As  is  the  practice  with  many  New  Hampshire  municipalities,  the  Town  of  Colebrook,  New  Hampshire  has 
not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and,  accordingly,  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets, 
required  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not  included  in  the  financial  report. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the  third 
paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects, 
the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Colebrook,  New  Hampshire  as  of  December  31,  1996,  and  the  results  of 
its  operations  and  cash  flows  of  its  proprietary  similar  trust  fund  types  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Also,  in  our  opinion,  the  combining  and  individual  fund 
financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  each  of 
the  individual  funds  of  the  Town  of  Colebrook,  New  Hampshire  as  of  December  31,  1996,  and  the  results  of 
operations  of  such  funds  and  the  cash  fiows  of  enterprise  funds  and  non-expendable  trust  funds  for  the  year 
then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.

Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose, 
combining,  and  individual  fund  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material 
respects  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  of  each  of  the  respective  individual  funds  taken  as  a  whole.

All  #1  and  #2  Plastic 
Bottles 

All  carbonated  beverage  bottles, 
milk  jugs  and  detergent  bottles. 
Do  not  include  other  plastic  items. 

Please  remove  the  caps  and  rinse  all 
soda  and  milk  bottles.  Please  do 
not  include  other  types  of  plastics. 

NEWSPAPER 

Please  include  only  newspaper. 

Pack  the  paper  flat  in  brown  paper 
bags. 

CORRUGATED 
CARDBOARD 

Double  walled  boxes.  Please  do 
not  include  cereal  or  detergent 
boxes. 

Flatten  the  boxes.  We  cannot 
accept  waxed,  dirty  or  oily  boxes. 

SCRAP  METAL 

All  metal  items  including  car  parts, 
toys,  metal  roofing.  There  is  a 
disposal  fee  for  refi-igerators  and 
air  conditioners. 

Please  remove  all  non-metal  parts 
and  follow  instructions  regarding 
fees  and/or  placement. 

MOTOR  VEHICLE 
BATTERIES 

All  wet-cell  batteries  fi-om  cars, 
trucks,  motorcycles,  snow  mobiles 
etc.
